First Death Sentence Passed 


In Israel War 


Crimes Trial 


TEL AVIV, Saturday, (ITIM).—The first death sentence 
in a war crimes trial in Israel was passed by the District 


Court here yesterday, with 
dissenting. 


The accused, Yeherkel Ing- | 


ster 42, former block warden | 
at the Greidits Camp in Fo- 
land, was found guilty on four 
charges: crimes against hu- 
manity; severe damage to pro- 
perty; causing injuries to per- 


sons; and assault. He was ac- 
quitted on the charge of war 
crimes, since the court thought 
“that he had not been identi- 
fied with the enemy, since -he 
had himself been a prisoner.” 

According to the evidence, the 
accused had clubbed, kicked 


and cuffed his charges, and on 
at least two occasions knock- 
ing out prisoners teeth. The 
testimony showed that he woke 
up prisoners in the morning by 
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one of the three judges 


the accused, who did not have 
long to live because of his i- 
ness. Even the amputatien of 
his second leg, recommended 
by Professor 8. Zondek, would 
not prolong his life. 

The court also recommended 
that President Weizmann 
“show clemency as he may see 
fit.”
